Young T urkeys Need Plenty 
of Succulent Feed. 
* 


Poults will consume large quanti­ 
ties of green feed if it is available. 
The digestive tract of turkeys 
quires lots of bulk and succulence 
and green feed is necessary for 
them if good p erformance is to be' 
had. And, if large amounts are con­ 
sumed, green feed will help cut 
down 
the 
consump tion 
of other 
costly feeds, not only p romoting a 
better growth but making for effi-, 
cient p roduction 
as well. 
When 
p oults are small, says a corresp ond-^ 
ent in the Missouri Farmer, siiccu-, 
lent greens such as lettuce, sp inach 
or rap e, should be free of stems 
and cut finely so as to avoid chok­ 
ing. 
Later, as the p oults groWj 
larger, the greens need not be cut,| 
although 
the 
flock 
should 
bej 
watched for choking. As the season 
advances, succulent greens hecomCj 
scarce, 
when 
other 
sources 
of 
greens must be sought. 
The best sources of greens laterj 
in the season are alfalfa and clo-j 
ver, but where these are not avail-, 
able weeds can be fed with safety, 
and at a p rofit. Generally sp eaking,, 
weeds should be fed that are rel-. 
ished by such animals as cows, and, 
weeds that cows do not eat readily,! 
such as jimson, burdock, cocklehur 
and iron weeds, should be avoided. 
.Some of the best weeds to feed are 
wild lettuce, lambs quarter, wormj 
weed, sour and narrow dock, morn­ 
ing glory, and p ig weed. Turkeys 
are esp ecially fond of narrow and 
SOUP dock. 
Stems should not be given, thej 
leaves being p lucked off, but where 
stems are accidentally fed theyj 
should be removed from the turkey| 
p ens after the leaves are eaten off.i 
Occasionally, w'hen weeds are fed, 
a turkey will become choked on a' 
large stem, and when this occurs it| 
should be caught, held by the feetj 
with 
head downward, 
and stem 
worked out of the throat and mouth 
with the hands. TJie op eration is 
simp le and will not harm the p oult.

Where no nest­ 
ing maienal was used, the p ercent­ 
age of dirty egg.s was 77. 
Consumers want eggs that are 
free from stain and dirt, but tliey 
do not want washed eggs. Washing 
not only takes time; it also removes 
the p rotecting “bloom,” which de­ 
tracts from the ap p earance of the 
egg. 
It was found that one nest is re­ 
quired for each five birds in the 
liouse.

We, the City and County Collectors wish to 
call y our attention to the fact that under the laws 
passed by the Legislature of the State and ap­ 
prov ed by the Gov ernor on April 7 th, last y ear, 
we were compelled to offer for sale to the highest 
bidder at the Court House door on the first Mon­ 
day of Nov ember nex t, all Lots and Farcels ot 
ground upon which the tax es had not been paid 
prior to that date. 
Howev er, at the Special Ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, a new Law was enacted 
known as Senate Bill No. 54 of the Special Session 
of the Legislature of 19 33-19 34. 
This bill remov ed 
the mandatory sale to be made by the Collectors 
under Senate Bill No. 9 4 passed by the regular 
session, in that, it remov es the mandatory clause 
that the Collectors sell 
all 
delinquent property 
each y ear and reinstates in the Bill that the Col­ 
lectors must protect the State and City liens on 
tax es entering the Fifth Year. 


It has been our policy to try to protect the 
owners of property and especially the owners ot 
homes, as long as it was possible for us to do so, 
and we are happy to be in a position to say that 
we hav e been successful in protecting the home­ 
owners of Pettis County without any loss w^hatso- 
ev er to the Rev enue of the State, County or City . 
Under the new law, we hav e no longer any choice 
ex cept to sell to the highest bidder, all real estate 
upon which the tax es are delinquent for the y ears 
19 28 and 19 29 , and such other property as is 
deemed necessary by the Collectors. 
Howev er, 
owing to the drouth and the depression in general, 
we do not deem it necessary to sell other than the 
Lots and Parcels of land which is compulsory to 
protect the State, County and City , namely those 
that arc delinquent for the y ears 19 28 and 19 29 .
